SAN JACINTO FIGHT LOST 


Sad news to conservationists is the word 
that Governor Warren signed A, B, 12359, 
providing for the creation of the San 
Jacinto Winter Park Authority, It had 
been the hope of the many Club members 
who recognized the vicious nature of the 
bill that it would be vetoed (as it had 
been on previous occasions, by Governors 
Clson end Warren). However, amendments 
which the bill's sponsors agreed to 
make apparently satisfied our law-mak~- 
ers that the objectionable features of 
he provision had been removed, Wilder- 
ness lovers are not so sure, We can 
only wait and see, 

The unfortunate thing is that people 
who honestly believe provision should be 
made for more citizens to visit the 
wilderness effortlessly do not realize 
that the wilderness is inevitably de- 
stroyed by such visitation, A region is 
no longer wilderness area once it has 
been mechanized, and the wilderness 
values vanish as “civilization” moves 
ine In “improvement” lies destruction. 

Earnest as were the efforts of 
Sierrans to block passage of the bill, 
they were still inadequate. Can we, 
after all, expect to combat full-time 
paid promotion with the necessarily 
scunt sideline activities of busy citi- 


zens?

Vhatts in a name? Well, if it is the 
name of conservation these days practi- 
cally anything, and quite often too 
much of everything. 

And in full recognition of this condi- 
tion based on years of past.experience, 
it was interesting to me to hear at the 
first meeting of the new Conservation 
Committee of the Club, both Chairman 
Yreldon Heald and other members make the 
statement, "“Itts too bad there isn't 
another name for conservation." 

Conservation began really to be kicked 
around about the time the late Civilian 
Conservation Corps was weaned, and from 
then on innumerable organizations en- 
gaged in conservation’s far flung 
activities grew like Topsy. 

Many of these were estimable and well 
conducted organizations delving into the 
problems of wildlife, stream pollution, 
erosion control, forest park and wilder- 
ness protection and trying to better or 
control conditions, Others tried to 
be too alleinclusive or were reckless 
in statements and actions and created 
considerable unnecessary antagonism to 

he good name of conservation and conser- 
vationists in general. 

I an not overlooking the fact that any 
good conservation leader or worker who 
is aggressive and active along many 
proper lines may find himself or herself 
the object of personal attack, and that 
friends and supporters may even fail to 
support one if the campaign pursued is 
not most carefully prepared and substan- 
tiated by facts--and often even in spite 
of doing those things. 

For if you practice what you preach 
you are nearly always stepping on the 
toes of someone's personal privilege and 

quite often possible profits, and that 
fact alone is bound to cause reper- — 
cussions, as any experienced honest 
legislator or servant of (cont. pe. 4)
